Frankfort, Ky., (Special) — A 
day season for the taking 
of wiki turkey of either sex wm 
open on October 30 and continue 
throu^ Novemtoer 1. CounUes 
to which this hunt applies are; 
That portion of Pulaski and Mc- 
Creary, east of U. S. Rt. 27, 
north of Kentucky Route 90 and 
■south of Kentucky RL 80 (ex- 
cepting the Beaver Creek Wild- 
'life Management Area), Perry 
Breathitt, Knott (Including Rob- 
inson Forest WUdlife Manage- 
ment Area), Clay and Leslie 
(including Ford Wildlife Mlanage- 
nsent Area), that portion of 
Jackson County lying west of 
U, S. Rt. 421, Wolfe, Powell, 
’that portion of Menifee County 
lying south of U. S. Rt. 460, and 
Owsley. . ) 

Turkey may be taken with 
shotgun only. Shotgun must 
not be larger than 12 gauge, nor 
sntaller than 20 gauge with only 
shell pemtitted.
